Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 5/12/2005 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of the US Patent 
6,349,160 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 33-42, 56-58, 63-65 are allowed. 

As to Claim 33, the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious the assembly further including a reagent dispenser, wherein the assembly is 
configured to detect a light signal while the reagent is being dispensed into the sample, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

The dependent Claims 34-42 are allowed by virtue of their dependence upon Claim 33. 

As to Claim 56, the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious said first plurality of emission bundles and said second plurality of emission 
bundles are non-randomly distributed in plurality of excitation bundles, in combination with the 
rest of the limitations of the claim. 

The dependent Claims 57 and 58 are allowed by virtue of their dependence upon Claim 56. 

As to 63, the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to disclose or render 
obvious the trifurcated fiber comprises a first, a second, and a third sets of bundles for 
transmitting a first, a second, and a third wavelengths, respectively, in combination with the rest 
of the limitations of the claim. 
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The dependent Claims 64 and 65 are allowed by virtue of their dependence upon Claim
